According  to  the  Association’s 
constitution,  which  was  tentatively 
adopted  Feb.  5,  the  purpose  of  the 
organization  will  be  to: 

(!)  FACILITATE  cooperation  and 
communication  among  the  member 
schools  concerning  programs  and 
projects  of  mutual  interest; 

(2)  Increase  the  effectiveness  of 
the  participating  student  govern- 
ments and  make  them  more  bene- 
ficial and  more  responsive  to  stu- 
dent opinion; 

(3)  STIMULATE  student  aware- 
ness of  those  issues  which  affect 
students  in  their  roles  as  students 
and  citizens. 

Christiansen  said  the  association 
is  concerned  with  three  areas:  ac- 
ademics, student  relations,  and  co- 
operative entertainment.  “We  are 
now  concentrating  on  academics,” 
he  said,  “but  we  expect  to  expand 
into  the  other  areas  as  we  prove 
ourselves  in  the  academic  area.” 

THE  PRINCIPAL  projects  to  be 
included  in  the  academics  arm  (rf 
the  association  will  be  a college- 
bowl  type  meet  among  member 
schools,  a forensics  tournament, 
and  a cultural  exchange. 

Also  included  is  the  publication 
of  an  academic  journal,  a central 
information  center  containing  news 
of  all  member  schools,  and  the 
I establishment  of  a circuit  for 
! speakers  and  entertainers. 

WITH  A cooperative  set-up  among 
all  member  schools.  Christiansen 
said,  bigger  entertainers  could  be 
obtained  at  less  cost. 

He  explained  that  all  member

Compound  College  Experience 


Permanent  Gl  Bill! 


A college  or  university  education  can  be 
compounded  of  many  experiences  both  con- 
crete and  ephemeral,  intangible.  The  pur- 
poses of  education  are  to  prepare  a person 
•for  a future  vocation  or  profession,  to  in- 
tegrate him'  into  his  proper  sphere  in  so- 
ciety, to  improve  his  intellectual  capacity, 
to  help  him  become  a “good  man.”  Many 
other  end  objectives  may  be  mentioned  de- 
pending on  personal  philosophies. 


There  are  several  methods  of  gaining 
an  education.  One  might  be  to  attend  clas- 
ses regularly,  study  every  night  and  on 
weekends.  Another  is  to  never  attend  class 
but  to  participate  in  every  campus  activ- 
ity from  Chorale  to  Rodeo  Club.  Perhaps 
the  best  method  would  be  to  strike  a happy 
medium  between  the  two  extremes.  This 
would  involve  fairly  regulai’  class  attend- 
ance and  pai'ticipation  in  depth  in  those 
activities  deemed  most  worthwhile  and  in- 
teresting. 


First,  participation  looks 
good  on  records — employers  think  partici- 
pating people  are  “well  rounded”  and  “good 
mixers.”  Secondly,  competent  participation 
builds  the  ego — gives  people  the  satisfac- 
tion of  doing  well  at  something  worthwhile. 
A little  participation  by  everyone  would 
sooth  the  frayed  tempers  of  those  who  do 
participate  and  then  are  roundly  criticized 
by  the  “do-nothings”  for  not  doing  enough 
or  for  doing  a poor  job. 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — The 
House  passed  Monday  a bill  to 
set  up  a permanent  program  of 
educational  and  housing  benefits 
for  military  veterans  and  offered 
the  bonus  to  those  who  served  in 
the  cold  war  era  since  Korea.

This  is  being  written  in  re- 
sponse to  a letter  written  some 
time  ago  by  an  inmate  of  the 
Utah  State  Prison  concerning  the 
attitudes  many  visitors  to  that 
institution  assumed  toward  the  in- 
mates. 

THE  WRITER  indicated  a fair 
measure  of  disrespect  toward  the 
usual  mealy  or  apologetic  attitude 
most  BYU  student  visitors  exhibit- 
ed toward  the  social  situation 
that  the  inmates  were  conhned  to 
bear  for  a season.  His  attitude 
was  I believe  a healthy  one  in 
being  unimpressed  with  the  many 
excuses  offered  for  the  cause  of 
this  situation  into  which  the  in- 
mates found  themselves. 

IF  THERE  is  to  be  no  account- 
ing or  just  measure  of  awarding 
to  men  and  women  their  due 
share  or  weight  of  glory,  then  life 
itself  is  rather  pointless  and  vain 
as  there  would  be  no  assurance 
that  faith  and  virtue  could  claim 
its  own. 


BOTH  BILLS  would  aid  vet- 
erans who  served  since  July  31, 
1955— the  declared  termination 
date  for  establishing  eligibility 
under  the  Korean  GI  program.

The  measure  was  brought  to 
the  House  floor  under  a procedure 
requiring  a two-thirds  majority 
for  passage.  This  allowed  only  40 
minutes  for  debate  and  prevent- 
ed any  amendments  from  being 
offered.

HONOLULU  (AP)  — President 
Johnson  was  told  Monday  by  the 
Prime  Minister  of  South  Viet  Nam 
that  Saigon  will  not  surrender  or 
compromise  with  the  communists 
and  wants  to  increase  military 
strength  because,  he  said,  that’s 
the  only  language  the  Communists 
understand. 

JOHNSON  and  the  leaders  of  the 
Saigon  regime  went  into  secret 
sessions  in  the  closely  guarded 
headquarters  of  the  U.S.  Pacific 
Command. 

Although  the  war  itself  was  a cer- 
tain topic  for  discussion,  U.S.  auth- 
orities stressed  that  the  main  ob- 
jective of  the  talks  was  to  mesh 
plans  to  rebuild  South  Viet  Nam’s 
economy  in  the  midst  of  a war  for 
survival. 

BUT  IT  WAS  indicated  that  the 
Vietnamese  chiefs  were  interested 


in  talking  about  a heavier  military 
effort  against  the  Communist  en- 
emy in  South  Viet  Nam  and  in 
North  Viet  Nam,  which  is  support- 
ing the  Red  insurgents. 

As  the  conference  was  getting  un- 
derway here.  Sen.  Wayne  Morse, 
D-Ore.,  set  off  a new  attack  on 
Johnson’s  policies,  taking  issue 
with  the  President’s  hard-line  air- 
port statement  Sunday  which  ar- 
gued that  the  line  against  Com- 
munism must  be  drawn  in  Viet 
Nam. 


IN  WASHINGTON,  Morse  fired 
off  a statement  saying  that  John- 
son’s stand  makes  “a  mockery”  of 
the  President’s  appeal  to  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  to  help  settle  the  war 
peacefully. 

Johnson  was  the  first  to  arrive 
at  the  hilltop  headquarters.  He  was 
greeted  by  the  top  U.S.  Command- 


er  in  the  Pacific,  Adm.  U.S.  Grant 
Sharp,  and  together  they  stood  i 
under  a portico  as  a stream  of  cars 
rolled  up  to  unload  officials  and  | 
aids  of  both  countries. 

VIETNAMESE  Chief  of  State 
Nguyen  Van  Thieu  and  Prime  Min- 
ister Nguyen  Cao  Ky  reached  Camp 
Smith  about  10  minutes  after  John- 
hon,  and  there  was  handshaking 
all  around. 

Johnson  stood  hatless  and  coat- 
less, protected  from  the  swirling 
rain  by  the  portico  roof. 

AS  JOHNSON  posed  with  the  two 
Vietnamese  leaders  for  pictures, 
he  peered  down  at  them  from  his 
6-foot-3  height.  Like  most  Vietna- 
mese, Thieu  and  Ky  stand  a little 
over  five  feet. 

Johnson  escorted  Thieu  and  Ky
